ESTATE MARKS 
90TH BIRTHDAY 


OFFICALS and residents have come 
together to celebrate the 90th anniver¬ 
sary of Dagenham’s Becontree 
Estate. 

Becontree was built by London 
County Council as a ‘homes fit for 
heroes’ project following the First 
World War. The first of its 30,000 
houses were officially completed in 
Chitty’s Lane on November 7, 1921. 

Thousands of families were moved 


from the East End of London to set 
up home in the vast new estate, which 
was once Europe’s largest council 
estate. 

A tea party was held last Friday to 
mark the occasion with guests includ¬ 
ing the Mayor of Barking & 
Dagenham councillor Milton 
McKenzie, local MPs Margaret 
Hodge and Jon Cruddas. 

The council’s heritage service dis¬ 


played some old photographs and 
showed some old black and white 
films of the estate. 

When it was built the entire 
Becontree Estate was council hous¬ 
ing, but now only around 8,500 are 
owned by Barking and Dagenham 
Council a result of right to buy legis¬ 
lation. 

Three of the borough’s biggest 
council estates, Goresbrook Village, 


Leys and part of Barking’s Gascoigne 
estate, are being demolished and 
replaced with brand new housing. 

Councillor Phil Waker, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “The 
Becontree Estate is a real piece of his¬ 
tory and it’s something which has 
been a part of the fabric of the bor¬ 
ough ever since the old LCC started 
laying the first bricks more than 90 
years ago. 


Cars crushed 

EIGHTY one vehicles have been crushed in 
Barking and Dagenham since the end of 
May for not having road tax. 

The cars were towed away as part of a 
joint operation between the local authority 
and the DVLA 

In total, action has been taken against 
241 untaxed vehicles in the borough.

Barking and Dagenham Council’s tenan¬ 
cy audit team uncovered the scam which 
related to a three-bedroom flat in 
Earlsdown House Barking. 

An investigation was launched after sus¬ 
picions were backed up by a data match 
as part of the National Fraud initiative.

“I love watching telly. Feet up with a cuppa, 
watching Bargain Hunt. Paradise. 


But something came between me and my 
telly. They call it ‘the digital TV switchover’. 
It’s when the analogue signal is turned off 
and you start to lose your TV channels, 
unless you’re ready. It comes to this area 
soon and will affect every TV in your home 
that isn’t ready for switchover. No point 
sticking your head in the sand hoping it 
will go away. It needs sorting. 

Help is at hand 

As it turned out, there was no need for me 
to fret. I discovered that everyone 75 and 
over or eligible disabled was entitled to 
help switching one of their TVs to digital. 

I didn’t even have to ask. An information 
pack from the Switchover Help Scheme 
just turned up one morning in the post. 

It’s run by the BBC. For £40 they will 
arrange for an approved installer to 
supply and install everything. If you’re 
eligible and also on certain income-related 
benefits you don’t pay a penny. There 
are also other digital options to choose 
from, but they may cost a bit more. 



Alan the installer 

Well, they didn’t have to tell me twice. 

I rang up the freephone number and got 
the help I was entitled to. The lady at the 
Help Scheme arranged for someone to 
come round and a very nice fella called 


Alan came and set 
everything up for me. 
He even took time to 
show me howto use 
it. He explained that 
there were no hidden 
costs either. In fact 
the only surprise I 
got was when Alan 
showed me all the 
extra TV channels I 
could watch for free. 
When he finished at 
mine, he went next 
door to Peggy’s. 
Although she already 
had digital on her 
living room telly, she was still entitled to 
help switching one TV, so he sorted out the 
TV in her bedroom which she watches a lot. 



The help continues

G EM Motoring Assist 
member Matt Day 
recently wrote to the 
organisation to describe his 
first experience of an airbag 
doing its job admirably when 
he and his wife were involved 
in a crash that was not his 
fault. 

He said: “We all know that 
the airbag is a great safety 
feature in our cars and, used 
in conjunction with a seat belt, 
can often save serious injury. 
What most of us don’t know 
is what it’s like when one 
goes off. We were thankful for 
the extremely fast deployment 
of the airbags. 

“They seem to have deflated 
again before I realised they 
had inflated. What’s more the 
seatbelts did their job and we 
didn’t get thrown forward.” 

Matt explained that when 
the airbags inflated his car 
filled with smoke from the mini 
explosion, which was neces¬ 
sary to deploy them. “I could 
sense the car filling rapidly 
with smoke and my initial 
reaction was to get out. I 
screamed at my wife to get 
out too.” 

He said the crash made him 
think that there should be 
more information as to what 
exactly happens when an 
airbag comes into use. “In a 
situation where you might be 
best off not moving at all, 
especially if you are injured, 
your first reaction is to try and 



get out of the car,” he said. 

So how do airbags actually 
work? Extremely quickly is the 
short answer. When one goes 
off, there’s an explosion no 
louder than the sound of a 
paper bag being burst which 
propels the nylon bag 
towards your face. Since it’s 
not completely gas tight, it will 
automatically deflate again 
within a split second so as 
not to impair your vision or 
hamper your escape from the 
car. 

It doesn’t hurt - volunteers 
describe it like being hit with a 
pillow - and since an airbag 
distributes the force of impact 
so evenly, it’s unlikely to shat¬ 
ter your glasses. Even if 
you’re smoking a pipe, there’s 
little danger, it’s likely that the 


force of deceleration will have 
flung it from your mouth. 

Typically, an airbag will be 
fully inflated within 30 millisec¬ 
onds (0.03 secs) after the 
point of impact. To ensure 
that it doesn’t go off acciden¬ 
tally, or trigger in minor 
impacts, a threshold deceler¬ 
ation has to be reached 
before the sensors activate 
inflation. In Europe, this can 
be anything from 12-20mph. 

There are few recorded 
instances of airbags going off 
accidentally. They’re manufac¬ 
tured to military equipment 
standards, hermetically sealed 
and designed to last at least 
ten years. Providing that the 
triggering mechanism is work¬ 
ing properly, malfunctions are 
almost unheard of.
